184-Mile Winds Bear Down Upon Okinawa; 
Big Base Gets Ready for Worst Blow Ever 


Naha, Okinawa, Aug. 14 </P)— 
A raging typhoon with winds of 
184 miles an hour bore down on 
this great American base in the 
western Pacific today.

U nfair Restrictions Aimed 
at. New Y orker Says: 
W ould Hit Some 
Penalties 


Washington, Aug. 14 UP*—-Rep. 
Daniel Reed (R.-N.V.) said today 
a comprehensive revision of in­ 
come tax laws, giving a break to 
millions of taxpayers, will be the 
first order of business for House 
tax writers at the Jan. 6 session 
of Congress. 
Reed, chairman of the tax-writ­ 
ing Ways and Means Committee, 
declared: 
“We want to drastically reduce 
the 
many 
unfair 
restrictions 
which the present tax laws impose 
on our taxpayers.” 
Two tentative decisions already 
have been reached which would 
have wide effect, Reed said. 
He said a change in the law is 
planned which would allow chil­ 
dren, especially those of college 
age, to earn more than $600 a 
year without costing parents their 
income tax dependency credit. 
Streamlining the present com­ 
plicated system of filing declara­ 
tions of estimated tax due, Reed 
asserted, would remove many pen­ 
alties he called unfair. 
He said it 
would also relieve about a million 
taxpayers of the necessity of fil­ 
ing such estimates. 
At End of Hearings 
Reed’s statem ent came as the 
; Wavs and Means Committee was 
ending more than two months of 
hearings on proposals for tax law 
changes, to be acted on at the 
next regular session in January.

Co ld study o f Premier Malenko v ’s claim 
that Russia has mastered the H-bo mb can 
o nly lead us to great skepticism. 
Our ato mic ex perts hav e lo ng co nceded 
the So v iet Unio n’s capability o f co nquering 
the H-bo mb’s scientific features. They be­ 
liev e any o ne who kno ws the A-bo mb se­ 
crets inev itably understands the theo ry o f the 
bigger hy dro gen bo mb. 
In fact, this co nv ictio n led to the U. S. 
decisio n to pro duce the H-bo mb if po ssible. 
Since the Russians might make it, we felt 
we had to try . 
But it is a far cry fro m scientific kno wl­ 
edge to actual bo mb pro ductio n. Making the 
A-bo mb is itself a co stly and industrially 
demanding effo rt. Ev en v aster funds and 
facilities must be dev o ted to H-bo mb o utput.

THE PRESIDENTS POPULARITY 
When the Con gress recon ven es in Jan uary or 
earlier, should a special session be held , its mem­ 
bers will have been home to viilt with their con - 
■tituen U. They .will have a closer appraisal of 
public opin ion on the question s with which they 
will have to d eal. They will be able to measure 
the popularity of Gen eral Eisen hower which has 
been an importan t con sid eration in the halls of 
Con gress. 
I have been n otin g the return s on this subject 
by “Facts Forum.” I select this stud y over some 
others because I like the method of gatherin g 
d ata. It seems to me to provid e the possibility 
of a better cross-section of the coun try than some 
other polls of opin ion . 
The question asked was: “Do y ou favor Ike 
over the man likely to be the n ex t Democratic 
n omin ee?” Fran kly , this question bothers me be­ 
cause who kn ows w’ho will be the n ex t Democratic 
can d id ate? How can an y on e have an opin ion on 
that subject? I would have asked the question 
more simply . “Do y ou still like Ike?” or, perhaps, 
“Do y ou like Ike as much as y ou d id ?” However, 
at this stage, I thin k the an swers would be the 
same n o m atter how y ou ask the question : the 
Presid en t is a popular man . 
In Jan uary , the Presid en t’s popularity on this 
poll stood at 89 per cen t; in March, it was 85 per 
cen t; in April, 87 per cen t; for July , 80 per cen t. 
It is in terestin g that when these figures are broken 
d own for the Solid South, they show the July 
figures break up as follows: 78 per cen t for the 
North; 82 per cen t for the Solid South. 
I d o n ot believe that there is en ough accuracy 
in an y polls for an y on e to quarrel about ex act 
figures. What this poll sn ows is that a con tin uin g 
test of public opin ion establishes the fact that the 
Presid en t is an ex ceed in gly popular person . 
Yet. this popularity is n ot reflected in the con ­ 
versation s of the politician s, even of his own party , 
who worry about their own prospects. For in stan ce, 
two of the most importan t Republican s are up for 
re-election in 1954. They are Sen ator Sty les 
Brid ges of New Hampshire an d Sen ator Homer 
Ferguson of Michigan . Brid ges is presid en t pro 
tern of the Sen ate an d chairman of the Appro­ 
priation s Committee; Ferguson is chairman of the 
Republican Policy Committee. These Sen ators are 
respected bv their colleagues. Both are in d an ger. 
The Brid ges situation is almost without pre­ 
ced en t. A man of his sen iority an d position is 
usually assured of ren omin ation an d , in his state, 
of re-election . 
Yet, Brid ges may have to put up a tremen d ous 
fight for re-n omin ation because the Presid en t’s 
chief-of-staff, Sherman Ad ams, is reputed to d e­ 
sire his position . Those who like Ad ams say that 
n ow that he is en scon ced in greatn ess, he will 
forego his Sen atorial ambition s. Those who d islike 
him say that he has caused the Presid en t con sid er­ 
able grief an d that his best way out of the White 
House would be to run for the Sen ate. At an y 
rate, as lon g as Sherman Ad ams is a prospective 
can d id ate for Un ited States Sen ator, he d isturbs 
the relation s between the Presid en t an d those Re­ 
publican s who feel that Brid ges is about to get 
a raw d eal. 
In the case of Ferguson , the situation is more 
complicated . Here is a man of scholarly attain ­ 
men ts, a great lawy er, a tremen d ously hard work­ 
er. He was elected chairman of the Republican 
Policy Committee by his colleagues, after the 
d eath of Sen ator Taft, because he is the most 
d eservin g man for the post. 
However, Ferguson is quiet an d stud ious an d 
d oes most of his work in committee. He avoid s 
sen sation alism of an y kin d . His labors are con ­ 
structive rather than d id actic. His n ame d oes n ot 
appear in the n ewspapers every d ay cussin g some­ 
on e.Yet Republican politician s, in his state, tear 
that he has n ot sufficien tly grovelled in the d ust 
before the lord s of power in his particular state. 
They say that un less he is sure of re-election , they 
might get him a jud geship an d put a more d ema­ 
gogic person ality in his place. Should they d o that, 
it would be a pity .

EMOTIONAL DISTURBANCES 
Not lon g ago, if a man or woman blamed his or 
her sy mptoms on their n erves, it was thought that 
they were malin gerin g. Tod ay all phy sician s kn ow 
that at least half the sy mptoms as stated by 
a pa­ 
tien t are really caused by the n erves or the emo­ 
tion s. So much is this kn own that a whole n ew 
sy stem of med icin e is built aroun d the effect of the 
emotion s upon the workin gs of the various organ s 
of the bod y . This sy stem is called psy chosomatic 
(min d an d bod y ) med icin e. It is the d isturban ce 
of the min d an d emotion s that cause the chan ge or 
chan ges in the workin g of the bod y processes. 
We are all familiar with some chan ges d ue to 
the emotion s such as rapid heartbeat, shortn ess of 
breath, d esire to pass urin e, ex cessive perspiration , 
in d igestion , d iarrhoea. 
That these emotion al d isturban ces can actually 
chan ge the structure or composition of the blood 
is Itated by Drs. F. Drey fuss an d S. Field man in 
the Scan d in avian Med ical Journ al, Stockholm. The 
chan ge is kn own as easin opcn ia, a con d ition in 
which the cells of the blood kn own as eosin ophils 
are greatly d ecreased in n umber. 
“Eosin ophilia similar to that prod uced by th*. 
in jection of ACTH an d cortison e has been observed 
as a respon se to man y ty pes of stress.” 
These two phy sician s mad e eosin ophil (a ty pe 
of blood cell) coun ts in the blood of 31 med ical 
stud en ts immed iately before their oral ex amin a­ 
tion (that part of the stud en t’s med ical ex amin a­ 
tion in which the ex amin er spen d s a certain 
amoun t of time askin g question s which the stu­ 
d en t must an swer immed iately , n o time to thin k, 
or to write the an swer.) These eosin ophil cells of 
the blood were coun ted again ex actly 24 hours 
later. 
There was an average d rop of 44 per cen t in 
the coun ts before ex amin ation as compared with 
the coun ts after the ex amin ation . A low eosin ophil 
coun t, apparen tly d ue to con tin ued ten sion , per­ 
sisted in a few stud en ts after the ex amin ation . 
In a group of 10 women ad mitted for scrapin g 
of uterus, there was an average d rop of 42 per cen t 
in their coun ts immed iately before operation as 
compared with their coun ts on ad mission to hos­ 
pital. 
The d ecrease in eosin ophil coun ts in both 
groups is con sid ered d ue to the con sid erable emo­ 
tion al stress un d ergon e in the two situation s 
stud ied . 
Drs. Drey fuss an d Field man feel that the emo­ 
tion ally in d uced d ecrease in eosin ophils can easily 
in terfere with the evaluation of eosin ophil coun ts 
taken in various con d ition s of stress or with the 
stud y of the effects of the ad min istration of d rugs 
or hormon es. 
It can thus bo seen that d ecrease in eosin ophils 
d ue to stress must be taken in to con sid eration in 
the course of psy chosomatic illn ess.

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REDS’ H-BOMB ‘WOLF’ CRY 
Cold study of Premier Malenkov’s claim 
that Russia has mastered the H-bomb can 
only lead us to great skepticism. 
Our atomic experts have long conceded 
the Soviet Union’s capability of conquering 
the H-bomb’s scientific features. They be­ 
lieve anyone who knows the A-bomb se­ 
crets inevitably understands the theory of the 
bigger hydrogen bomb. 
In fact, this conviction led to the U. S. 
decision to produce the H-bomb if possible. 
Since the Russians might make it, we felt 
we had to try. 
But it is a far cry from scientific knowl­ 
edge to actual bomb production. Making the 
A-bomb is itself a costly and industrially 
demanding effort. 
Even vaster funds and 
facilities must be devoted to H-bomb output. 
Anyone who has read of our huge multi- 
billion-dollar undertaking at Aiken, S. C., 
has some idea of the effort. Furthermore, 
to attempt the H-bomb means to divert 
facilities and nuclear materials from A-bomb 
work. 
The A-bomb must be the trigger for the 
H-bomb. The two are closely allied all the 
way. 
All this our experts offer to cast serious 
doubt on Russia’s claim. It is only two years 
since American authorities reported Russia 
had exploded its third A-bomb. They do not 
believe the Soviet economy is geared for so 
tremendous an industrial achievement in so 
short a time. 
Yet this much is simply intelligent guess­ 
work. 
Luckily we need not rely on that 
alorte. 
/ 
By the same methods we used to discover 
Russia’s explosion of three A-bombs—regu­ 
lar check of the upper air for signs of radio­ 
activity and use of standard earthquake 
detection devices—we are convinced Russia 
has exploded neither an H-bomb nor any 
more A-bombs. 
And our experts believe no one can claim 
fairly he has an H-bomb until he has set 
one off. 
We ourselves don’t make that claim,

say we have successfully detonated one. 
Malenkov is probably making false boast 
but he should not be laughed off.

Orders and party line are 
changed so quickly that ordinary Russian 
citizens do not know what to do to please 
their masters. 
Dr. Posin warns, however, that the democ­ 
racies must remain strong in case the Com­ 
munist leaders decided to risk a world war 
as a means of diverting attention from the 
deplorable conditions at home that might 
lead to revolt. The fact that the democracies 
remain strong is encouraging, he says, to 
the suppressed people who hope to someday 
cast out the Reds. 
Certainly the riots in the satellite coun­ 
tries and the purge of Beria are evidence 
of anything but harmony and security within 
the Communist empire. 
But we must be

THE PRESIDENTS POPULARITY 
When the Congress reconvenes in January or 
earlier, should a special session be held, its mem­ 
bers will have been home to visit with their con­ 
stituents. T h e y , will have a closer appraisal of 
public opinion on the questions with which they 
will have to deal. They will be able to measure 
the popularity of General Eisenhower which has 
been an important consideration in the halls of 
Congress. 
I have been noting the returns on this subject 
by "Facts Forum." I select this study over some 
others because I like the method of gathering 
data. It seems to me to provide the possibility 
of a better cross-section of the country than some 
other polls of opinion. 
The question asked was: "Do you favor Ike 
over the man likely to be the next Democratic 
nominee?” Frankly, this question bothers me be­ 
cause who knows who will be the next Democratic 
candidate? How can anyone have an opinion on 
that subject? I would have asked the question 
more simply. "Do you still like Ik e?” or, perhaps, 
"Do you like Ike as much as you did?” However, 
at this stage, I think the answers would be the 
same no m atter how7 you ask the question: the 
President is a popular man. 
In January, the President’s popularity on this 
poll stood at 89 per cent; in March, it was 85 per 
cent; in April, 87 per cent; lor July, 80 per cent. 
It is interesting that when these figures are broken 
down for the Solid South, they show' the July 
figures break up as follows: 78 per cent for the 
North; 82 per cent for the Solid South. 
I do not believe that there is enough accuracy 
in any polls for anyone to quarrel about exact 
figures. W hat this poll snows is that a continuing 
test of public opinion establishes the tact that the 
President is an exceedingly popular person. 
Yet. this popularity is not reflected in the con­ 
versations of the politicians, even of his own party, 
who worry about their own prospects. For instance, 
two of the most important Republicans are up for 
re-election 
in 
1954. 
They 
are 
Senator 
Styles 
Bridges of New Hampshire and Senator Homer 
Ferguson of Michigan. Bridges is president pro 
tern of the Senate and chairman of the Appro­ 
priations Committee; Ferguson is chairman of the 
Republican Policy Committee. These Senators are 
respected by their colleagues. Both are in danger. 
The Bridges situation is almost without pre­ 
cedent. A man of his seniority and position is 
usually assured of renomination and, in his state, 
of re-election. 
.

, ^ 
Yet. Bridges may have to put up a tremendous 
fight 
for re-nomination because the President’s 
chief-of-staff, Sherman Adams, is reputed to de­ 
sire his position. Those who like Adams say that 
now that he is ensconced in greatness, he will 
forego his Senatorial ambitions. Those who dislike 
him say that he has caused the President consider­ 
able grief and that his best way out of the White 
House would be to run for the Senate. At any 
rate, as long as Sherman Adams is a prospective 
candidate for United States Senator, he disturbs 
the relations between the President and those Re­ 
publicans who feel that Bridges is about to get 
a raw deal. 
In the case of Ferguson, the situation is more 
complicated. Here is a man of scholarly attain­ 
ments, a great lawyer, a tremendously hard work­ 
er. He was elected chairman of the Republican 
Policy Committee by his colleagues, after the 
death of Senator Taft, because he is the most 
deserving man for the post. 
However, Ferguson is quiet and studious and 
does most of his work in committee. He avoids 
sensationalism of any kind. His labors are con­ 
structive rather than didactic. His name does not 
appear in the newspapers every day cussing some­ 
one. 
Yet Republican politicians, in his state, fear 
that he has not sufficiently grovelled in the dust 
before the lords of power in his particular state. 
They say that unless he is sure of re-election, they 
might get him a judgeship and put a more dema­ 
gogic personality in his place. Should they do that, 
it would be a pity. The Senate has few men -of 
Ferguson’s ability; it already has too many empty- 
headed, blustering spoech-makers who not only 
do not know what they say but do not know what 
they do. Republicans fear that Eisenhower’s popu­ 
larity will not be sufficient to save their party.

That Body of Yours

EMOTIONAL DISTURBANCES 
Not long ago, if a man or woman blamed his or 
her symptoms on their nerves, it was thought that 
they were malingering. Today all physicians know 
that at least half the symptoms as stated by a pa­ 
tient are really caused by the nerves or the emo­ 
tions. So much is this known that a whole new7 
system of medicine is built around the effect of the 
emotions upon the workings of the various organs 
of the body. This system is called psychosomatic 
(mind and body) medicine. It is the disturbance 
of the mind and emotions that cause the change or 
changes in the working of the body processes. 
We are all familiar with some changes due to 
the emotions such as rapid heartbeat, shortness of 
breath, desire to pass urine, excessive perspiration, 
indigestion, diarrhoea. 
That these emotional disturbances can actually 
change the structure or composition of the blood 
is Itated by Drs. F. Dreyfuss and S. Fieldman in 
the Scandinavian Medical Journal, Stockholm. The 
change is known as casinopenia, a condition in 
which the cells of the blood known as eosinophils 
are greatly decreased in number. 
"EosinophiJia similar to that produced by tlv». 
injection of ACTH and cortisone has been observed 
as a response to many types of stress.” 
These two physicians made eosinophil (a type 
of blood cell) counts in the blood of 31 medical 
students immediately before their oral examina­ 
tion (that part of the student’s medical examina­ 
tion in which 
the 
examiner 
spends 
a 
certain 
amount of time asking questions w7hich the stu­ 
dent must answer immediately, no time to think, 
or to write the answer.) These eosinophil cells of 
the blood were counted again exactly 24 hours 
later. 
There was an average drop of 44 per cent in 
the counts betore examination as compared with 
the counts after the examination. A low eosinophil 
count, apparently due to continued tension, per­ 
sisted in a few students after the examination. 
In a group of 10 women admitted for scraping 
of uterus, there was an average drop of 42 per cent 
in their counts immediately before operation as 
compared with their counts on admission to hos­ 
pital.

groups is considered due to the considerable emo­ 
tional 
stress 
undergone 
in 
the 
two 
situations 
studied. 
Drs. Dreyfuss and F'ieldman feel that the emo­ 
tionally induced decrease in eosinophils can easily 
interfere with the evaluation of eosinophil counts 
taken in various conditions of stress or with the 
study of the effects of the administration of drugs 
or hormones. 
It can thus be seen that decrease in eosinophils 
due to stress must be taken into consideration in 
the course of psychosomatic illness.

The electronics industry thinks 
it has a solution. It sees business 
in the y ears just ahead going over 
to automatic controls. That means 
fewer people can turn out more— 
both at the factory or production 
level and at the office or control 
level. 
When mechanical brains take 
over, the electronics men contend, 
corporations can grow* much larg­ 
er and y et be more easily run 
than at present. 
With Very Few Men 
For ex ample: An oil refinery 
already runs with very few men 
needed to operate it. But at the 
office end, oil company manage­ 
ment is 
a 
highly 
complicated 
thing, and getting on the unwieldy 
side. 
Almost every week electronics 
offers 
management 
new 
tools; 
speedy calculators, closed circuit 
television, problem solvers to keep 
top management in quick touch 
with sales, production, and inven­ 
tory . 
Nearly a 
hundred 'companies 
are busy at 'vork on these elec­ 
tronic devices. Some arc speci­ 
alized machines doing particular 
jobs. 
This 
week 
SoundScriber, 
Corp. of New Haven. Conn., of­ 
fered a 24-hour magnetic autom a­ 
tic sound recording device, aimed 
at the aviation and radio indus­ 
tries. but useful for recording po­ 
lice and fire calls. 
Scientific Marvels 
Others range up to the mam­ 
moth scientific marvels of In ter­ 
national Business Machines and 
Remington-Rand, which solve in 
minutes business or design prob­ 
lems that w'ould take hours or 
even weeks for men to figure out 
themselves. 
Speed is the essential 
factor 
here in solving big business’ great­ 
est weakness. The bigger the ani­ 
mal or corporation grows, usually 
the slower its movements. 
In huge companies at present 
—the magazine Business Week 
will point out in its nex t issue— 
the assembly of essential data 
takes w’eeks and months. Corpor­ 
ate 
decisions, 
therefore, 
some­ 
times are made on information 
which has more historical than 
curren t worth. 
This often gives small and less 
unwieldy business, w’ith its great­ 
er speed, just the edge it needs. 
Could Change This 
New devices, now* appearing in 
electronics plants, could change 
this. No m atter how' big and 
sprawling the company , it could 
use them to gather data faster, 
in terpret its meaning all but in­ 
stan tly and thus make far more 
intelligent decisions. 
If technicians take over at the 
production level, overseeing fac­ 
tories running largely on auto­ 
m atic controls, top management 
may spend less time than now 
on 
production 
problems, 
and 
more on financing, sales and ac­ 
counting. 
Should this new industrial revo­ 
lution come off as predicted, the 
man who runs a machine today , 


may become in the factory of tho 
future a maintenance man. But 
Business Week feel* that ‘Indi­ 
v idual* m a plant, because they 
will be few in number but im­ 
portan t in function, will gain naw 
status.” 
Adjustment to such a rev olu­ 
tion would be pretty rough for s 
lot of folk. 
The stenographer who lose* her 
job when a new all-purpose ma­ 
chine comes into office won't ap­ 
preciate the electronics industry ’s 
assurance that in the long run 
it’s the best thing for the econ­ 
omy , will open up new jobs in 
time and a higher standard of 
livmg for the 
majority . 
Makers of the new machine« 
cite the advent of the ty pewriter 
and the adding machine a* ex ­ 
amples. More work got done—and 
more office jobs opened up. 
But Tillie may hav e her doubt« .

When it is properly used, the 
suit-preference signal can be of 
great assistance to the defenders. 
In general, a player w ho wants to 
use this signal plays a higher 
card than necessary (when not 
trying to win a trick) to indicate 
strength in a high-ranking suit, 
and plays a low’ card to indicate 
strength in a low suit. Wc can 
see one way for the signal to op­ 
erate in today’s hand. 
West opens the three of spades, 
dummy plays low, and East wins 
with the king. East returns a low 
spade. South hopefully finesses 
the nine, but West covers with 
the ten. If declarer takes this 
trick 
with 
dummy’s 
ace 
of 
spades, the defenders have no 
chance to signal. If declarer re­ 
fuses the second round of spades, 
however. West should lead the 
suit again in such a way as to 
indicate where his re-entry hap­ 
pens to be. 
In this case. West’s entry is in 
hearts, the higher ranking of the 
two red suits. It is obvious that 
declarer will promptly go after 
the clubs, and East will then 
have to guess whether to return 
a heart or a diamond to allow 
West to 
run 
the

spades.) To indicate that his en­ 
try is in a high suit. West returns 
the queen of spades even though 
dummy has only the blank ace of 
spades left. 
East has no trouble in noticing 
that West has played a higher 
spade than necessary. When East 
wins the ace of clubs, he will 
return a heart, and West will de­ 
feat 'the contract.

It sees business 
Í in the years just ahead going over 
to automatic controls. That means 
fewer people can turn out more— 
both at the factory or production 
level and at the office or control 
. level. 
When mechanical brains take 
over, the electronics men contend, 
corporations can grow much larg­ 
er and yet lie more easily run 
than at present. 
With Very Few Men 
For example: An oil refinery 
already runs with very few men 
needed to operate it. But at the 
office end. oil company manage­ 
ment is 
a 
highly 
complicated 
thing, and getting on the unwieldy 
side. 
Almost every week electronics 
offers 
management 
new 
tools; 
speedy calculators, closed circuit 
television, problem solvers to keep 
top management in quick touch 
with sales, production, and inven- 
! tory. 
Nearly 
a 
hundred "companies 
are busy at work on these elec­ 
tronic devices. Some are speci­ 
alized machines doing particular 
jobs. 
This 
week 
SoundScriber, 
Corp. of New Haven. Conn.. of­ 
fered a 24-hour magnetic automa­ 
tic sound recording device, aimed 
at the aviation and radio indus­ 
tries. but useful for recording po­ 
lice and fire calls. 
Scientific Marvels 
Others range up to the niam- 
moth scientific marvels of Inter­ 
national Business Machines and 
Remington-Rand, which solve in 
minutes business or design prob­ 
lems that would take hours or 
even weeks for men to figure out 
themselves. 
Speed is the essential 
factor 
here in solving big business’ great­ 
est weakness. The bigger the ani­ 
mal or corporation grows, usually 
the slower its movements. 
In huge companies at present 
— the magazine Business Week 
will point out in its next issue— 
the assembly of essential data 
takes weeks and months. Corpor­ 
ate 
decisions, 
therefore, 
some­ 
times are made on information 
which has more historical than 
l current worth. 
This often gives small and less 
unwieldy business, with its great­ 
er speed, just the edge it needs. 
Could Change This 
New devices, now appearing in 
electronics plants, could change 
this. 
No m atter how big and 
sprawling the company, it could 
use them to gather data faster, 
interpret its meaning all but in­ 
stantly and thus make far more 
intelligent decisions. 
If technicians take over at the 
production level, overseeing fac­ 
tories running largely on auto­ 
matic controls, top management 
may spend less time than now 
on 
production 
problems, 
and 
more on financing, sales and ac­ 
counting. 
Should this new industrial revo­ 
lution come off as predicted, the 
man who runs a machine today, 


may become in the factory of th* 
future a maintenance man. But 
Business Week feels that “indi­ 
viduals in a plant, because they 
will be few in number but im­ 
portant in function, will gain new 
status.*’ 
Adjustment to such a revolu­ 
tion would be pretty rough for a 
lot of folk. 
The stenographer who loses her 
job when a new all-purpose ma­ 
chine comes into office won’t ap­ 
preciate the electronics industry** 
assurance that in the long run 
it’s the best thing for the econ­ 
omy. will open up new jobs in 
time and a higher standard of 
living for the majority. 
Makers of the new machines 
cite the advent of the typewriter 
and the adding machine as ex­ 
amples. More work got done—and 
more office johs opened up. 
But Tillie may ha\e her doubts.

Policies in Force 
Will Be Renewed 
By VA for 5 Years 


Four million veterans with GI 
term insurance in force will no 
long er have to apply to the Vet­ 
erans Administration for renewal 
of their policies for another five- 
year term before their old policies 
expire. 
F. William Sheehan, officer in 
charg e, Veterans Administration, 
286 F%jr street, said VA will do 
this for them automatically if 
their old policies are not lapsed 
at the expiration of the term pe 
riod. This means the policy must 
be in force at the end of the term 
period with the final premium 
having been timely paid. 
The 
new procedure went into effect 
July 
23, 
when 
the 
President 
sig ned Public Law 148. 
It wil 
save at least $ 600,000 a year in 
administrative 
costs, 
Sheehan 
said. 
The new law covers only those 
term policies that expire on or 
after July 23, 1953. Sheehan said 
it can not be applied retroactively 
to term policies which expired be­ 
fore that date.

Four million veterans with GI 
term insurance in force will no 
longer have to apply to the Vet­ 
erans Administration for renewal 
of their policies for another five- 
year term before their old policies 
expire. 
F. William Sheehan, officer in 
charge, Veterans Administration, 
286 F^ir street, said VA will do 
this for them automatically if 
their old policies are not lapsed 
at the expiration of the term pe­ 
riod. This means the policy must 
be in force at the end of the term 
period with the final premium 
having been timely paid. 
The 
new prdcedure went into effect 
July 
23, 
when 
the 
President 
signed Public Law 148. 
It will 
save at least $600,000 a year in 
administrative 
costs, 
Sheehan 
said. 
The new law covers only those 
term policies that expire on or 
after July 23, 1953. Sheehan said 
it can not be applied retroactively 
to term policies which expired be­ 
fore that date.

War 1 and World War 2 term 
policies are expected to lie re­ 
newed automatically under the 
new law' during the fiscal year

Although the law also provides 
automatic renewal for the more 
recent post-Korean term policies, 
none of these is scheduled to ex­ 
pire during fiscal 1954 because 
they have not been in force long 
enough.
